This is the only 
transportation agency which has not in- 
creased its rates or declared embargoes 
or priorities and which now transports 
and delivers merchandise with the same 
celeiitv as before the war.

Major General Azgapetian is a grad- 
uate of an American college, a Swiss 
university and of Columbia University, 
and served in the Kussian army against 
the Turks during the war. 

An important address at the after- 
noon session was delivered by .Mrs. 
Frank -Miles Day, of Philadelphia, vice 
chairman of the Legislative Committee 
of the State Federation, on its legisla- 
tive program, which she urged the 
assembled delegates to work for 
through the fourteen Montgomery 
county chilis represent (id by them. 

A feature of this program is a de- 
mand for vigorous legislative support, 
in Pennsylvania, of the prohibition 
amendment by enactment, of appropri- 
ate legislation in the State. The pro- 
gram calls for a State budget system, 
with special emphasis on appropriations 
to non-State institutions. 

The call for a constitutional conven- 
tion is advocated by the Federation, 
which (to quote Mrs. Pay) considers 
the "present Stale Constitution too old 
and moss-backed for anything." 

A comprehensive school system, with 
well qualified teachers in every school 
room, which carries increased salaries 
for teachers; adequate provision for re- 
forestation and prevention of forest: 
(ires; measures for prison reform, in- 
cluding State correctional farms for jail 
and workhouse prisoners sentenced to 
more than thirty days and compensa- 
tion employment of prisoners under the 
"State user system." 

A Slate housing code; legislation to 
raise the standards of motion pictures;

qualification one month in order to vot6 
in a primary election. Other students 
of our election laws have recommended 
lengthening this period in order to pre- 
vent, the colonization of divisions just 
before elections, as has been done in the 
past. This is an important question, 
particularly in this State, -where so 
many of the contests are settled in the 
primaries. 

Senator Barnes, of Carbon County, 
introduced a bill which will authorize 
County Commissioners to provide proper 
facilities and quarters for women jur- 
ors. 

Senator Hackctt, of Northampton 
County, has introduced a bill to exempt 
women from jury service. This bill 
seems unnecessary, as the Judges al- 
ready have power to excuse any wo- 
man who has a proper and legitimate 
reason for being unable to serve. 

Xo man or woman should accept the 
rights or privileges of citizenship and 
not be willing to take the responsibili- 
ties. AVomen should not shirk their 
duty if called upon for jury service, 
and in these early days of our en- 
franchisement we should vigorously op- 
pose any class or sex legislation.
